A MINOR injuries unit in 
Faversham could save you hours 
of waiting time according to NHS 
chiefs who have promised to keep 
the centre open. 

It was feared the specialist service, launched 
as a pilot just under a year ago, would close 
because of low patient numbers. 

However, Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary 
Care Trust (PCT) pledged its support to the 
centre where the majority of patients are 
treated within an hour. 

Senior lead commissioner in emergency care 
Zoe Fright said: “The minor injuries unit at 
Faversham is not closing. 

‘We are committed to providing the best 
possible service to the community and the 
plan is to work closely with GPs in the area 
and the public to enhance the service further. 

“Although the pilot officially comes to an end 
in March, there will be no break in provisions.” 

The unit, which is staffed by a specialist 
nursing team, has the capacity to treat cuts, 
wounds, grazes, infections, sprains, minor 
head and eye injuries as well as insect, animal 
and human bites. 

Medical staff are also equipped to treat back, 
shoulder and chest injuries, minor allergic reac¬ 
tions and dispense emergency contraception. 

Senior locality lead commissioner for Swale 
and Canterbury Neil Fisher said despite an 
extensive marketing campaign there were still 
misconceptions. 

He said: “People often assume A&E treat¬ 
ment is better, but this isn’t the case. Very

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PUPILS from a Faversham 
school dressed as vicars, 
monks and monarchs to cel¬ 
ebrate a £50,000 grant 
awarded to a parish church 
in the town. 

St Mary of Charity church was 
awarded the money by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund to fund an education 
project and share its 1,000-year his¬ 
tory. 

The grant was announced on 
Thursday, January 21, and children 
from St Mary of Charity primary 
school were invited to join the cele¬ 
brations. 

Parish priest, Reverend Tony 
Oehring, said: ‘We are delighted to 
receive this money from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund. It will enable us to 
actively connect the local community, 
particularly children and young peo¬ 
ple, by bringing to life heritage, histo¬ 
ry and Christian traditions of this 
ancient church. 

“The money will be used to create 
education programmes, a website 
and DVDs. The money will also be 
used to buy child-sized costumes of 
characters from King Stephen’s time 
including monarchs, monks and 
pirates, allowing the youngsters to 
act out their creative stories.” 

St Mary of Charity is the largest 
parish church in Kent and dates 
back to William the Conqueror. It 
contains a treasure box of history 
including a medieval painted column 
depicting events from the life of 
Jesus and 16 medieval stalls with 
finely-carved misericords or mercy 
seats created in the 15th century. It 
is thought the remains of King 
Stephen, William the Conqueror’s 
grandson lie in the trinity chapel.

when they could have visited 
Faversham minor injuries unit and 
been in and out within an hour. 

“Likewise, those living further 
afield are welcome to use the service. 
Our goal is to meet the health 
requirements of the community while 
building a service with long-term sus¬ 
tainability and one that is able to 
maintain clinical standards.”

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Charities to face the 
music over licences

CHARITIES across Swale could 
face a financial crisis after the 
Government announced plans to 
make not for profit organisations 
pay for music licences. 

Many charitable organisations in the bor¬ 
ough run on shoestring budgets of less than 
£10,000 per year and rely heavily on small 
fund-raising events to help them survive. 

However, the new tax could force them to pay 
to use music at functions such as tea parties 
and discos, and even for voluntary workers who 
listen to music in charity shops. 

Volunteer agency Swale CVS spokesman 
Sarah Williams said: “Swale is a vibrant volun¬ 
teering community and there are about 800 
community groups across the region. However 
at a time when charities are already pres¬ 
surised by a reduction in funds this is just 
something else to worry about and could force 
some to shut up shop. 

“The Government’s commitment to the third 
sector seems weak and unhelpful.” 

Charities already pay a licence fee to music 
writers, composers and publishers but they will 
now also be liable to pay an additional fee to 
performers and record companies. The charge 
will apply to each individual fundraising event 
or shop and is expected to cost up to £100 per 
time. 

A spokesman for mental health charity 
MIND said: “A lot of hard work and effort goes 


into raising funds at our charity shops with vol¬ 
unteers giving up their time for free and it's 
unfair that we will have to pay this charge 
when the money could be helping people that 
really need it. The music licence will cost Mind 
nationally £9,000 a year and this could pay for 
us to answer 1,200 calls on our MindinfoLine.” 

The Association of Charity Shops (ACS) has 
launched a campaign on facebook to stop the 
change and 89 MPs have signed an early day 


motion in parliament to fight the legislation. 

ACS spokesman David More said: “This pro¬ 
posal is outrageous. It will damage charity 
shops and their fundraising ability. The charge 
for playing music will only be met by taking 
money that was intended to support charities. 
At a time when charities need as many funds 
as possible this is crazy.”

Kitchen blazes

A SERIES of kitchen fires across the 
district has prompted a warning to 
householders. 

The warning comes after firefighters 
from Sittingbourne were called to 
Coldharbour Lane at 7.19pm on 
January 23 after a hob ring, accidently 
left on, caused nearby cardboard to set 
alight. The kitchen was badly damaged 
in the fire. 

Crews also attended a fire in Lower 
Road, Tenyham, on January 24 at 
7.42pm, caused by paper left by the side 
of a cooker igniting and spread to a near¬ 
by music system. 

On the same day two crews were called 
to a kitchen fire in Clarence Row, 
Sheerness at 7.47pm where officers 
used a positive pressure vent to remove 
a high quantity of smoke. The cause of 
the fire is not yet known. 

Abandoned cars 
taken off streets 

NINETEEN untaxed and abandoned 
cars were removed from the streets of 
Swale as police launched a crackdown. 

Working alongside the DVLA and 
Swale council officers removed ten cars 
from the Isle of Sheppey, six from 
Sittingbourne and three from 
Faversham in the operation which start¬ 
ed on January 11. 

Once removed from the streets vehi¬ 
cles are taken to a police compound. 
Owners can reclaim their vehicles only 
after paying a £260 fine and providing 
proof of a valid tax disc. They will also be 
charged a storage fee. Cars that are not 
claimed will be destroyed.

Benefit cheat 
found guilty of 
£13,000fraud 

A BENEFITS cheat from Sheemess 
was convicted of fraud and ordered 
to take part in a six-month supervi¬ 
sion and curfew order after being 
found guilty of stealing £12,858. 

Lesa White, 28, of Bramley Way, 
was found guilty at Sittingbourne 
Magistrates Court on January 18. 

She falsely claimed £8,700 in 
housing benefit, £1,080 in council 
tax and £3,068 in income support 
between February 5, 2007 and 
July 6, 2008. 

Miss White had claimed the ben¬ 
efit as a lone parent while living 
with her partner who was in full¬ 
time employment. 

Swale council fraud team 
spokesperson, Janice Watts, said:” 
This case highlights the impor¬ 
tance of reporting changes in cir¬ 
cumstances promptly to avoid a 
criminal conviction.” 

Swale council has launched a 
crackdown on benefit cheats in the 
past year and conducts a range of 
verification checks. 

Ms White’s fraud was discovered 
after a spot home visit revealed 
her partner had moved into the 
property.

Trio charged with 
stealing property 
worth thousands 


THREE men appeared in 
Sittingbourne Magistrates Court 
accused of stealing thousands of 
pounds worth of property in a string 
of thefts across Swale. 

Ricky George Bain, of Melody 
Close, Sheemess is charged with 
entering a Spar shop in Eastchurch 
and stealing cigarettes and alcohol 
to the value of £7,900. The 25-year- 
old appeared in court with two other 
co-defendants on January 20. 

Stephen Ronald Eley, of Mallard 
Court, Minster-on-Sea, is charged 
with the theft of £2,500 cash, 1,500 
euros, 200 dollars, designer watches 
and £30,000 of jewellery and a 
games console, together with design¬ 
er travel guides and sunglasses from 
a residential property in Twydall 
Lane, Gillingham. 

The 20-year-old is also charged 
with stealing a compressor and div¬ 


ing tanks valued at £3,200 from the 
same address. 

He is also charged with stealing 
£2,700 in cash from the Health 
Living Centre in Sheerness and 
£7,900 worth of cigarettes and alco¬ 
hol from a Spar shop in Eastchurch. 

Bradley Penny, of Clyde Street, 
Sheemess is charged with stealing a 
compressor and diving tank worth 
£3,200 from a residential property in 
Twydall Lane, Gillingham and 
£7,900 of cigarettes and alcohol from 
a Spar shop in Eastchurch. 

The 20-year-old is also charged 
with stealing cigarettes, cigars, 
tobacco, games consoles, stamps, 
cash and phone cards to the value of 
£17,000 from newsagents Newsplus 
in High Street, Sittingbourne. 

All three withheld a plea. The trial 
will be committed to crown court on 
March 17.

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'We work with 
young and old 
to tackle crime' 


Chief Inspector TONY HENLEY answers 
your questions on crime in the borough 


The elderly population are often perceived as the most 
vulnerable to crime. Is this a fair perception? What can 
they do to protect themselves from crime? 

Crimes against the elderly are particularly 
abhorrent and we need to make sure we min¬ 
imise the risk to this vulnerable group. 

Since April last year figures indicate that of 
all crimes committed in Swale 3.6 per cent of 
victims were aged 70 or over with many of 
these crimes being opportunistic in nature; 
0.78 per cent of these crimes were targeted at 
an elderly person in their home. 

Whilst I think we should take some com¬ 
fort in these figures I do not underestimate 
the devastating effect these crimes have on 
the victim. 

We do a lot of work with the elderly in 
Swale. For example we run a handy van 
scheme which visits the elderly and provides 
enhanced home security tree of charge. 

Young people are often blamed for crime rates in Swale. 
What's the reality? 

The reputation is probably brought about by 
misunderstanding between generations as 
well as inaccurate stereotyping. 

The fact is that there are far more victims 
of crime under the age of 20 than over the 
age of 70, which is something the communi¬ 
ty should reflect on. 

The police have formed a county youth 
panel which invites young people to take 
part in surveys and meetings to discuss how 
we can improve relations and how they 
view Kent police. 

Sheppey Academy remains the only school 
in Kent to employ a full-time police officer. 
This is an ambitious project that aims to give 
young people who live on the island the 
opportunity to meet and understand the role 
of police in society. 

There is a perceived problem of anti-social behaviour in 
Swale. What's the reality? 

Eighteen months ago a survey suggested 
that 25 per cent of people in Swale perceived 
there to be a problem with anti-social behav¬ 
iour. Although this suggests the majority are 
unconcerned the figure is too high. 

The launch of the community safety unit 
based at Swale House brings staff from the 
police, Swale council, Amicus Horizon and a 
range of other agencies together and allows

for a daily review and co-ordinated response 
to anti-social behaviour. 

This partnership has successfully launched 
many projects including alcohol control zones 
and brought diversionary activities to young 
people such as youth clubs. It has also sought 
to tackle the more visible environmental 
crime such as fly tipping and littering. 

New figures indicate the perception of 
anti-social behaviour is improving but there 
is no room for complacency. 

A car now patrolls the region from 
Thursday night to Saturday night dedicated 
purely to cracking down on drunk, rowdy 
and noisy behaviour. 

What is the good news for Swale? 

There are great people living and working in 
Swale and we see schools and colleges creat¬ 
ing fantastic opportunities for our young peo¬ 
ple. We also see a lot of people giving their 
time and talents to the community to make 
positive changes. 

I think the potential of Swale has long lain 
dormant but is at last coming to life. When we 
eventually meld the history and character of 
places like Queenborough and events such as 
the Hop Festival with the exciting develop¬ 
ment of Sittingboume we will have a commu¬ 
nity which we can be even prouder of.

The team were called to a farm in West 
Mailing on January 23 at 4.45pm and took 
more than three hours to raise the animal 
using specially adapted hoists.

A JUDGE described an 18year-old man 
as “extremely foolish” for driving to the shops 
despite being drunk and not having a licence. 

Jessie Garon Gibson, of Glebe Lane, 
Sittingboume, appeared before magistrtes on 
Wednesday, January 20, to face charges includ¬ 
ing driving without a licence, driving without 
insurance, driving whilst over the limit and 
taking a car without the owner’s consent. 

The court heard how, on January 4, 
unemployed Mr Gibson drove the car, which 
belonged to his girlfriend’s father, to a shop 
just a five-minute walk from his house. 

Police spotted him driving without any 
lights on in Rectory Road at 5.45pm, After 
flashing him several times they became 
suspicious when he failed to respond and 
pulled him over. 

Officers described him as appearing “dazed 
and smelling of alcohol”. He was breathalysed 
and found to be over the drink drive limit. 

Magistrate Mrs Linda Jones told Gibson: “It 
was an extremely foolish thing to do. This is going 
to cost you dearly.” He was fined £360 including 
costs and banned from driving for a year.

Employee spared jail 
over stolen scratch 
cards worth £3,000 

A SHOPWORKER from Minster who got 
hooked on scratch cards admitted to stealing 
£3,000 pounds from her employer to fund 
her habit. 

She used the proceeds of her crime to fund a 
scratch card addiction which at its worst saw 
her spending up to £200 per day. 

Louisa Milgate, of Minster Road, pleaded 
guilty at Sittingbourne Magistrates on 
January 20 to stealing money and stock from 
Martin’s Newsagent’s based in Sheemess. 

The 30-year-old was caught after the manag¬ 
er at the store became concerned about the 
high number of till voids being processed. 

A close circuit television system was installed 
which recorded Ms Milgate voiding purchases 
despite taking customers’ cash and removing 
stock she had not paid for. 

Habit 

The court heard that Ms Milgate, who 
worked at the newsagents between May 1 and 
September 9 last year, developed a gambling 
habit following the breakdown of a relationship. 

A spokesman for the defence said that prior 
to her scratch card addition she had been a 
model citizen who had a college education and 
had always worked. 

He added: “She knows what she did was 
wrong and she admitted her crime immediate¬ 
ly when questioned by the manager. 

“She has been very open and honest about 
her compulsive behaviour. She has returned to 
live with her parents who have been very sup¬ 
portive and she is in a new relationship.” 

Miss Milgate, who now works as a kitchen 
designer, received a 12-month community 
sentence and ordered to complete 120 hours of 
unpaid work. She was also ordered to pay £85 
in costs.

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Nicole opens the book 
on a life with cancer

CANCER battler Nicole Dryburgh 
says she hopes the sequel to her 
inspirational first book will give 
further hope to fellow patients. 

The 20-year-old from Whitstable was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer when she was just 11 and 
has since suffered a brain haemorrhage and a 
stroke, leaving her wheelchair-bound, blind 
and virtually deaf. 

But despite her predicament, Nicole has 
devoted her life to helping others and has so far 
raised more than £130,000 for charity. 

Her first book The Way I See It earned her an 
army of admirers when it was released in 2008, 
with its sequel, Talk To The Hand, covering the 
hectic months in her life that followed. 

Nicole said: “I’ve only ever had nice comments 
about The Way I See It and I’m really happy 
people have enjoyed reading it. It’s been out for 
two years now and I still get emails almost 
every day from someone new who has read it. 

“I decided to write the second book because 
my first kind of ended on a cliffhanger. I was 
still on chemotherapy at the time and having 
other health problems, so I wanted people to 
know I’m still here and fighting.

“So much has happened since my first book 
came out, so it’s a good way to let people 
know how things have turned out. It’s differ¬ 
ent because I’m not just telling my story, I’m 
sharing my advice, too.” 

Nicole was a competition-winning gymnast 
when, at the age of just 11, an operation 
revealed a rare type of cancerous tumour close 
to her spine. 

Through radiotherapy it was reduced, but 
two years later she suffered the brain haemor¬ 


rhage that robbed her of her sight. This was 
followed by a debilitating stroke that left the 
youngster confined to a wheelchair, and in 
late 2007 tumours were discovered behind 
Nicole’s ears that have practically destroyed 
her hearing. 

Yet despite such setbacks Nicole has devoted 
her life to helping others and is currently 
working with the Teenage Cancer Trust to try 
to raise enough money to fund a specialist unit 
at the Royal Marsden Hospital in Surrey. 

She said: “I enjoy organising events and 
coming up with different ideas of ways to raise 
money. I know what these young people are 
going through, and that spurs me on to raise 
as much money and awareness as I can. 

“I’d also like to write more books in the 
future, but I’m not too sure at the moment 
what to write next.” 

Named Britain’s Most Inspiring Fundraiser 
in 2008, Nicole acts as a glimmer of hope for 
young and old people alike whose lives are 
being torn apart by illness. 

When asked if she had any advice for such 
people, she replied: ‘Yes, just to stay positive 
and never give up. 

“I believe a positive attitude can get you 
through anything. Obviously it can be hard 
sometimes, but just look to the future and 
keep smiling.” 


Drivers get advice on 
cutting child deaths 

MOTORISTS are to be reschooled in road 
safety as part of a month-long campaign to 
reduce the number of child deaths in Kent. 

Police will visit 40 accident black spots to 
give advice to drivers about the importance 
of driving safely, while the ‘stop, look and 
listen’ method of crossing the road will be 
hammered home to pupils. 

Officers hope the operation will lead to a 
reduction in the number of children killed 
or seriously injured on Kent’s roads, which 
in 2008 stood at 87. 

A further 570 received ‘slight’ injuries. 

Acting Chief Insp Preston Chalk said the 
campaign came about as part of the You 
Said, We Did initiative, which promotes 
police following up residents’ concerns. 

Campaign 

He said: “It’s absolutely crucial that child¬ 
ren are taught about road safety from a 
young age. 

“They’re often very frantic and enjoy run¬ 
ning about, but it’s important they know 
they can’t always be like that when they’re 
not in school. 

‘We hope this campaign will allow children 
to reflect on the consequences of running in 
the road and the impact it would have on 
their parents, friends and teachers if some¬ 
thing terrible were to happen to them. 

“Thankfully, the schools already work 
very hard to promote this issue, as do the 
majority of parents, so we are just enforcing 
the message.” 

The campaign - launched in partnership 
with Medway Council’s road-safety team, 
Kent Highway Services and other partner 
agencies - was launched at Senacre Wood 
Primary School in Maidstone last week. 


Concentration 

BELA Rosenthal was just six months old when she 
was taken prisoner by the Nazis. 

Her Jewish father had already been killed at 
the infamous Auschwitz-Birkenau concentration 
camp in 1942 and her mother’s death was soon to 
follow when she was struck down with TB. 

Orphaned at just two years old, Bela was 
released from the Theresienstadt concentration 
camp when the Red Cross took it over from the 
Nazis at the end of the Second World War in 1945. 

Despite having little memory of the Holocaust, 
during which six million Jews were murdered by 
the Nazis, Bela - now Joanna Millan - has clear 
memories of her childhood. 

And to bring home the terrifying realities and 
pay respect to those who died, the mother-of-three 
gave her poignant account to schoolchildren at 
St John’s Catholic School in Gravesend. 

Her talk was timed for just before Holocaust 
Memorial Day, which is being held today 
(Wednesday). 


camp survivor's lessons about racism 


This year’s theme is The Legacy of Hope’, which 
encourages young people to learn from survivors’ 
experiences. 

Mrs Millan, who lives in London, is using her 
own experience to push home the message about 
racism and tolerance to youngsters. 

The 67-year-old, who has eight grandchildren, 
managed to survive in the Theresienstadt camp - 
50 miles outside Prague - thanks to a lady called 
Litska Shallinger. 

Knowing that the food in the concentration 
camp was contaminated, Litska would collect 
vegetables and hide them under her clothes so 
she could feed the young girl. 

On May 3, 1945, the Red Cross took over the 
camp and Bela was freed, but she was not to 
return to her home in Berlin. 

“My first memoiy was being put in a house by 
the Russians while they decided what would 
happen to us,” she said. 

“The British government said it would take up 
to 1,000 children, but it took 300 in the end. 


“I was flown with five other surviving orphans - 
it was a very confusing time. There was no family 
for me in Britain, so I was put in a home.” 

She was eventually adopted by a wealthy 
Jewish couple in London who changed her name 
to Joanna. 

Eight years ago, Mrs Millan, who is chairman of 
the Holocaust Survivors Association, married a 
Jewish man and continues to have a close rela¬ 
tionship with her own family. “I think I’ve tried to 
compensate for what I missed out on,” she said. 

This year’s Holocaust Memorial Day commemo¬ 
rates the 65th anniversary of the Auschwitz- 
Birkenau liberation. 

Karen Pollock, chief executive of the Holocaust 
Educational Trust, which organised the visit, said: 
“Joanna’s stoiy is one of tremendous courage 
during horrific circumstances. 

“By hearing her testimony, St John’s Catholic 
School’s students will have the opportunity to 
learn where hate and racism can ultimately lead.” 
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Police Chief defends 
LON security letter 

Fuller impartial over public's right to legal protests 


KENT’S Chief Constable 
Mike Fuller has spoken out 
against accusations he 
undermined the public’s right 
to protest at Kingsnorth 
power station. 

Speaking exclusively to KOS Media, 
Mr Fuller denied claims made in the 
Guardian newspaper that he strayed 
from his duty to ‘neutrally facilitate’ 
peaceful protests when he advised 
the energy firm E.ON to take greater 
steps to disrupt any future activity on 
the site. 

The accusations relate to an inci¬ 
dent in October, 2007, when six 
Greenpeace activists scaled a 200m 
smokestack to protest against plans 
for a new coal-fired power station, 
causing more than £30,000 damage. 

Mr Fuller has been criticised for 
suggesting in a subsequent letter to 
E.ON that the German firm should 
seek “legal remedies” - including High 
Court injunctions - to scupper such 
demonstrations in the future. 

But he told KOS Media the advice 
was issued to the company in 
response to specific concerns about 
security at the site. 

He said: “The company was treated 
in exactly the same way as any victim 
of crime, namely we provided it with 
the requested advice about security. 

“Kent Police has a public duty to 
inform all organisations about any 
threat to their premises.

“The letter is clearly advising E.ON 
to improve security to prevent further 
trespass at a site where there is the 
possibility of death or serious injury to 
anyone entering illegally. 

“As Chief Constable I have a duty to 
the taxpayers of Kent to avoid exces¬ 
sive policing costs wherever possible, 
and that was what the letter was 
seeking to do by suggesting possible 
solutions to E.ON.” 

Nicknamed the Kingsnorth Six, the 
Greenpeace activists were all spared 
jail in September 2008, when they 
convinced a crown court jury that any 
damage they caused was justified in 
the context of the potential damage 
that would be caused to the environ¬ 
ment by carbon dioxide emissions 
from a new power station. 


E.ON said at the time it was con¬ 
cerned other protestors would see the 
verdict as permission for them to 
break in and damage important 
power plants. 

Mr Fuller’s letter to the company - 
which was sent about eight months 
before the trial - states that his count¬ 
er-terrorism security advisors could 
help the firm improve site security, 
and that it was “grossly inappropri¬ 
ate” for Kent taxpayers to foot the bill 
for any of its shortcomings. 

He told KOS Media: “We have not 
attempted to make any secret of the 
letter and it is available for the public 
to read on our website. It also specifi¬ 
cally acknowledges Greenpeace’s right 
to carry out lawful protests. 

“Kent Police has always been com¬ 
pletely impartial about legal protests 
and, as the Chief Constable of Kent, I 
have never strayed from my duty to 
remain impartial when policing 
demonstrations.” 

The accusations levelled at Mr 
Fuller represent yet more negativity 
surrounding the way the force has 
handled environmental protests at 
Kingsnorth. 

Last week Kent Police admitted 
using stop-and-search powers illegally 
at the infamous Climate Camp 
demonstration in summer 2008. 

Politicians, protestors and academ¬ 
ics involved in the rally have always 
claimed the police response was dis¬ 
proportionate to the threat posed by 
the activists. 


MEP calls for burka ban 
to avoid 'divided society' 


BAN the burka is the call from a 
top politician in Kent who says 
the veil has no place on the 
streets of the UK. 

Nigel Farage is the former 
leader of the UK Independence 
Party and is a Kent MEP. 

He said veils worn by some 
Muslim women, to completely 
cover the face, should be out¬ 
lawed. 

Mr Farage said fines could be 
used to dissuade women from 
wearing them, but policing this 
would be problematic. 

But he insisted there are three 
main reasons why the burka, or 
full-face jihab, should never be 
seen in the UK again. 

He told KOS Media: “I can’t 
wear a hoodie in Bluewater, I 
can’t wear a balaclava on the 
underground, and I can’t wear a 
crash helmet in a bank - and all 
for good reason. 

“This is especially true as one 
of the 7/7 bombers in London 
escaped because he had a veil 
over his face. So the security 
point is inarguable. 

“Secondly, we believe the veils 
are being used as a way to sub¬ 
jugate women. In a society 
where we talk about equality of 
opportunity, and fair play for all 
regardless of age, race, class, sex, 
this is clearly being used to keep 
some women down, and there 
are forthright critics of this from 
the Muslim community itself. 

The third reason he is arguing 
for the ban is help prevent the 
creation of a divided society. 

Mr Farage, from Bromley, said: 
“All the main parties for decades 
have been calling for a multi-cul¬ 
tural society. 

“And yet we are seeing a divid¬ 
ed society of which the burka is 



a symbol. We are increasingly 
seeing ghettoised towns and 
cities along with a rise in radi¬ 
calism and even more worrying, 
the increasingly loud calls for 
Sharia law to be introduced. 

“We want to live in a society 
that has one law that is applied 
equally and fairly to everybody. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Dr Rowan Williams said two 
years ago that he saw the impo¬ 
sition of Sharia law in Britain’s 
major cities as being inevitable. 

“We do not agree with or want 
that analysis. 

“The law has to apply to every¬ 
one or it is not worth a light.” 

The Kent Muslim Welfare 
Association was set up in the 70s 
to support its diverse Islamic 
community. 

It said its vision is to provide a 
range of Islamic services for the 
local Muslim community in 
Kent, with a view to improving 
quality of life and enhancing 
community cohesion. 

Anwar Khan is the co-ordina- 
tor for education and communi¬ 
ty cohesion, and he said: “It’s 
about freedom. If women want 
to wear them, that is their choice 
and they should be free to do so.”

LEPROSY sufferers have been given a 
chance to be cured thanks to the efforts 
of a group of Swale schoolchildren. 

Students at Fulston Manor School in 
Sittingboume raised a total of £3,149 by 
taking part in a sponsored stay-awake 
night and the money raised will dramat¬ 
ically change the lives of 150 leprosy 
patients around the world. 

A school spokesman said: “Each pupil 
was required to stay awake from 7pm to 
7am. The entire event was a fantastic 
success and a variety of events such as 
footballs, film screenings and computer 
games were organised to help the 
evening pass fruitfully. 

“The money will be donated to LEPRA, 
which is a charity dedicated to helping 
cure leprosy. 

“With drug therapy a patient may be 
cured within six to 12 months and many 
disabilities caused by the disease can be 
corrected with simple surgery.

Is it any wonder our children just cry 'day off school' at the sight of snow when teachers set such a bad example? 



The cold, hard facts about 
Ofsted attendance records 


I LOVED the idea put forward by 
the county council last week that 
teachers should make their way to 
their nearest school on days when 
snow makes it difficult to get in. 

And I was amused to hear that our teachers’ 
employment contracts already tell them to do 
just that and they then had the cheek to criti¬ 
cise county councillors who didn’t know

contracts? 

Then I listened in wonder as a supply 
teacher phoned Radio Kent on the subject and 
squirmed pathetically about her colleagues’ 
failure to do their jobs earlier this month. 

She finally said yes, she would go to her 
nearest school... “if she could get out of her 
road”. 

Like many parents, I was again left incensed 
earlier this month by the ease with which 


schools simply close up when there’s snow... 
but it seems Ofsted (that bastion of ensuring 
standards) may actually be to blame. 

Unfortunately we live in an age when 
teachers - who get loads more holiday than 
anyone else in the working world - believe 
that a little bad weather means they should 
have the day off school. 

Without wishing to go on about this too 
much, surely if you take a job - any job - you 
agree with your employer to turn up on time 
and do the work for which you are paid. 

Whether you are a teacher, shopworker or 
office worker, you have a responsibility to your 
employer. 

Live too far away from your workplace? 
That’s your choice - think about it before you 
take the job on. If it’s going to snow, then if 
you live too far away, make arrangements to 
stay nearby - or, of course, take it as a holi¬ 
day day. 

But, with teachers setting their appalling 
example to our children, we now have a cul¬ 


ture in Britain where snow means ‘have a day 
off’. Fortunately our police officers, doctors, 
nurses and ambulance drivers still seem able 
to get into work when the white stuff falls. 

And while you hear people say ‘I can’t get 
to work’, you never seem to hear ‘I can’t get 
home’ when it’s been snowing. This is Britain, 
not Siberia. 

So, back to teachers who finished their two- 
week Christmas break just in time for their 
annual fistful of snow days. 

Why, you ask, do so many schools close? 

Well, it seems that watchdog Ofsted may 
really be to blame. Attendance is one of the 
standards by which school performance is 
judged. 

And if the school opens on a snowy day and 
children do stay at home, the school will be 
penalised. 

However, if it closes for the day because of 
snow, Ofsted marks it with 100 per cent 
attendance. 

So now you know.

Tell us a little bit about yourself. 

I have worked in public health since 1996. I was 
appointed director of public health for Swale Primary 
Care Trust in 2002 and took over the role of deputy 
director of public health for NHS Eastern and Coastal 
Kent on its inception on 1 October 2006.1 have a masters 
degree in public health and I am listed on the UK public 
health register. I was born in New Zealand and I trained 
as a pharmacist in Wellington. I came to England in 1986 
and like many kiwis I never made it back. 

NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent covers a 
large area - what's the population, 
geographical area and budget? 

The population of NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent is around 
710,000 covering the districts of Ashford, Canterbury, 
Dover, Shepway, Swale and Thanet. We have a budget of 
more than £1.2 billion and it's our job to work closely with 
the public and patients to identify their health needs. 

How do you prioritise what's important 
for each area and the county as a whole? 

Our key priorities for the next five years include breaking 
the cycle of inegualities, revolutionising services for older 
people, tackling the key killers of vascular disease, cancer 
and respiratory disease, promoting wellbeing and good 
mental health and transforming the life chances of 
disadvantaged people.

A GIG aimed at keeping fascism 
out of folk music - and showcasing 
some of the best young folk talent 
in the UK - takes place in 
Maidstone next month. 

Wheeler Street, Los Salvadores and the Didi 
Bergman Trio will perform at Flaming 
Henry’s under the Folk Against Fascism ban¬ 
ner. 

Organiser Helen Treacy said: “The BNP is 
trying to distance itself from its past - the 
association with neo-Nazi bands like 
Skrewdriver - and position themselves as the 
defenders of British traditions.

In the drama, based on journalist Simon 
Carr’s memoirs and shot in Australia, Owen 
plays Joe Warr, who struggles with being a 
single parent to his six-year-old son after his 
wife dies of cancer. 

The 45-year-old admits his own experience 
of fatherhood was “a huge part of wanting to 
do the film”. 

“I’m a parent and it’s a big part of my life. I 
recognised I had similar experiences to a lot of 
things in this movie, so it felt familiar,” he says. 

Besides its appeal as a more family-focused 
drama, it was really the script that captured 
Owen’s imagination. 

“It’s a beautiful script. I thought it was 
unusual in its delicacy and intelligence in 
exploring these relationships, and a beautiful 
exploration of both grief and parenting.” 

He adds: “It wasn’t sentimental, it was pre¬ 
cise. I found it terribly moving when I got to 
the scene where Joe was telling his son that 
his mother might not be around much longer. 
I found the whole conversation upsetting.” 

The Coventry-born actor made it clear to

director Scott Hicks that he wanted a film 
steeped in reality. 

“I’d seen lots of family movies where the 
family is in this lovely, warm bubble, and even 
when things get tough, it’s all very sweet. 

“Real families aren’t like that - it’s much 
more volatile than that and this script 
explored that in a very honest way,” he says. 

Owen, married to wife Sarah-Jane, brought 
his real-life experiences as a dad into the role. 

“I didn’t have the huge, tragic loss that they 
have, but in terms of the ups and downs of 
parenting, I felt I’ve experienced quite a few of 
them,” he says. 

“I was interested in the scenes showing the 
tougher times in the film, for example when 


the kid has a tantrum in the car. I could relate 
to that scene and I was interested to make 
that tough for my character because all par¬ 
ents will relate.” 

The Boys Are Back follows Joe as he gets to 
grips with parenthood and adopts his own way 
of parenting. 

In one scene, he allows his son to ride on the 
bonnet of the car as they drive along 
Australia’s Aldinga Beach. 

“Those scenes tend to split people - some 
people say it’s very irresponsible and others 
think it looks like fantastic fun. 

“The film isn’t advocating this way of parent¬ 
ing, it’s saying this is this guy’s approach to it. 
It’s not about being responsible or irresponsi¬ 
ble, it’s trying to get their lives back on track.”

IT’S rarely that I look forward to 
a TV show as much as Bellamy’s 
People, the new slice of comedy on 
BBC Two. 

Put together largely by the team 
that made the Fast Show, with a few 
others such as Amelia Bullmore 
added to the mix for good measure, 
this looked like a cracker from the 
moment I saw the trailer. 

More of a spoof of those 'celebrities 
meet normal people’ series than a 
sketch show, we meet an array of 
characters in each episode, each with 
their own strange stories to tell. 

Host Gary Bellamy (Rhys Thomas) 
takes us up and down the country 
to meet the real inhabitants of our 
British Isles. 

Bellamy himself is a kind of Alan 
Partridge-lite character, eager to 
connect with everyman Britain - 
especially if there’s some good footage 
that showcases his people skills in it 
for him.

Of course, all these characters 
are exaggerations, but this serial gets 
far closer to telling us about those 
who walk our streets and live behind 
the country’s net-curtains than 
EastEnders ever will.

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It's not all about The Beatles

THE legend of The Beatles and 
their global impact on the 1960s 
bums brighter than ever, almost 
half a century on. 

My first visit to their hometown was in the 
Sixties. On later visits I wondered why it was 
so hard to find a hotel with views of the Mersey. 

Maybe Liverpool’s reign as European 
Capital of Culture 2008 solved that little local 
problem. 

That event drew 15 million visitors to cultur¬ 
al events and big attractions, generated £800 
million for the local economy and established 
Liverpool as the biggest draw to foreign visi¬ 
tors outside London - with tourist numbers up 
almost 190 per cent since 2000. 

Now a string of hotels, for all tastes and 
pockets, lines the waterfront alongside the 
‘Three Graces’ - the Liver, Cunard and Port of 
Liverpool buildings, all landmarks depicting 
the city’s greatness in the 19th century. 

Our base was Jurys Inn Hotel, next door to 
both the Albert Dock - named a World 
Heritage site in 2004 for its magnificent 
Grade I-listed buildings - and a conference 
and convention centre that stages anything 
from pop concerts to political meetings. 

To pack the key sights into a short stay, get 
24-hour tickets for the ‘Hop on, hop off’ sight¬ 
seeing bus which takes in The Cavern, cathe¬ 
drals, Chinatown, Albert Dock, Mersey Ferry 
terminal, the Walker Art Gallery and the Tate 
Liverpool. It’s a real bargain at just £8 per 
adult, £4 per child. 

To explore the Liverpool of the past, we 
headed for the remarkable Maritime 
Museum, which has astonishing tales of the 


bitter struggle between the Merchant Navy 
and Nazi subs in the frozen wastes of the 
Atlantic in the Second World War. 

In the same building, the International 
Slavery Museum details the role of prominent 
Liverpool-based merchants among exhibits 
which include original shackles, chains and 
instruments used for slave punishment. 

Outside our hotel, a minibus service provid¬ 
ed by the National Trust took visitors to the 
terraced house in the suburb of Woolton, 
where John Lennon spent his early years in 
the care of his Aunt Mimi, and also to the 
childhood home of Sir Paul McCartney. 

In truth, there is little reason for leaving this 


Magical Mystery Tour before you see all you 
wish to see: the expansion of hotels has 
squeezed room rates, and the landladies who 
kept Liverpool afloat in the dark days before 
the tourist hordes descended must be bemoan¬ 
ing their luck. 

In the evening, of course, it’s time to explore 
Liverpool’s numerous pubs, clubs and places to 
eat. The Monro is a gastropub, while Alma de 
Cuba, inside the converted Catholic Church of 
St Peter’s, is among the most popular bars. 

Liverpool nightlife is, and always has been, 
in a class of its own - which might explain why 
those early-dawn glimpses of Birkenhead 
across the water often seem so dark and hazy.

Landlords look forward 
to profitable returns

Dream of home owning 
may never come true 

AN independent housing body has 
advised that future homebuyers could 
face average house prices that are 10 
times their salary 

Buying a home could be become unat¬ 
tainable unless the number of homes 
being built increases. 

A study from new National Housing 
and Planning Advice Unit said a fifth of 
non-homeowners think it will take them 
at least five years before they’re able to 
buy and more than a third believe they 
will never get onto the property ladder. 

The NHPAU was set up by the 
Government to provide independent 
advice on improving housing market 
affordability. Government statistics 
illustrate that in the year 2000, the aver¬ 
age cost of a home was four times the 
annual salary. 

However, by 2006, house price increas¬ 
es meant that homebuyers were looking 
at seven times their salary. 

The demand for housing is on the 
increase and something must be done or 
the pressure on the market will only dete¬ 
riorate. On a further study of 2,700 UK 
adults, NHPAU discovered the majority 
states the government need to take action 
to make housing more affordable. 

The mortgage lending 
market still 'restrained' 

THE Council of Mortgage Lenders has 
revealed that the number of home loans 
approved for house purchase fell four per 
cent in November compared with the 
previous month. 

According to the CML, there were 
53,000 mortgages granted to buyers, a 
fall on October but this was due to a 
“seasonal dip”. 

However, the CML did highlight that 
the figures were still 66 per cent higher 
than in November 2008. 

Remortgaging activity continued to 
remain at low levels, as a result of the 
low interest rate environment, said the 
CML. 

The Council added that first-time buy¬ 
ers were still having to put down a hefty 
deposit of 25 per cent but with interest 
rates still remaining at the historic low 
of 0.5 percent, mortgage interest pay¬ 
ments are so affordable for homemovers 
and first-time buyers. 

However, the CML’s director general 
Michael Coogan said: “With substantial 
deposits still needed to secure a mort¬ 
gage, the market will continue to be rel¬ 
atively restrained for some time to 
come.” 



THE buy-to-let property market in 
the UK is looking forward to a 
promising 2010 after strong returns 
combined with low arrears made 
2009 much better than expected. 

Overall in 2009 landlords were £12,700 in 
the black, almost reversing £15,000 losses in 
2008 and 2010 is set to see higher returns 
than 2009, according to the latest Buy to Let 
Index from LSL Property Services, the UK’s 
largest residential letting agents. 

It also shows that although increases in 
property values and a recent slight drop in 
rents caused dip in yields, tenant arrears per¬ 
formed strongly in 2009, contrary to expecta¬ 
tions, and landlords enjoyed a 7.6 per cent 
annual return on their investments by the end

of December 2009. 

The value of their properties rose three per 
cent in the year while rental income after void 
periods added a further 4.6 per cent. This 
means that in 2009 a typical landlord made a 
return of £12,740. This was a combination of 
modest capital gains of £4,831 on each proper¬ 
ty and £7,909 in rental income. 

By contrast, in 2008, a typical landlord 
would have lost 8.8 per cent even after allow¬ 
ing for rental income. They lost £23,000 in cap¬ 
ital as the property fell in value, and earned 
£7,900 in rent for the full year, leading to a 
total loss of £15,100. 

“Despite the worst recession in living memo¬ 


ry, and despite house prices continuing to fall 
for the first few months of 2009, investment 
returns in buy-to-let were very respectable. 

“The £12,700 the average landlord made on 
a rented property during the year recouped 
most of the losses in the housing crash of2008. 
Brave landlords who added to their portfolios 
will be celebrating an excellent year,” said 
David Brown, commercial director of LSL 
Property Services. 

Rents ended 2009 0.2 per cent higher than 
the previous year. 

“Landlords must not lose sight of rental 
income when house prices move up, however. 
Rents should form the foundation of buy-to-let 
investment and are key to financing mortgage 
borrowings. Allowing yields to drop too low is 
inadvisable,” added Mr Brown. 


RICS predicts further house price rises at beginning of 2010 


THE Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors (RICS) has 
reported that house price growth 
slowed in December. 

Almost one third of surveyors 
reported price gains than falls 
during the month. However, the 
positive balance was lower than 
in the previous two months. 

RICS did point out that a short¬ 
age of properties on the market is 
continuing to drive up house 
prices and it is predicting further 
gains in the early part of this year 


but this will be followed by mod¬ 
est falls in the latter half of the 
year, resulting in a small overall 
rise of one to two per cent. 

Many other experts are predict¬ 
ing house prices will be flat over 
the course of the next 12 months 
as a result of the current econom¬ 
ic uncertainty. 

RICS spokesman Jeremy Leaf 
said: “The recent loss of momen¬ 
tum in prices and the moderation 
in new buyer interest can be in 
part attributed to the housing 


market pulling down its shutters 
for Christmas. 

“It is likely the new year will see 
more interest and activity in the 
market as those who held back 
start to market their property 
with renewed optimism,” added 
Mr Leaf. 

Many analysts were surprised 
by the strength in house prices 
last year. RICS said house prices 
rose for the seventh consecutive 
month in December. 

This corresponded with many 


other house price indices with the 
Halifax reporting that prices were 
1.1 per cent higher in December 
compared with a year ago - the 
first annual rise since March 
2008. 

Meanwhile, RICS said seven 
out of 12 regions showed price 
increases in the past three 
months, while the remainder 
experienced falls. The biggest 
gains were experienced in 
London and the southeast of 
England.

dyne. Whatever the mood, the A4 is so in tune 
that it slips into the background. 

Our road test car was the best-selling A4 2.0 
TDI, almost as much of a darling to company 
car user choosers as the ubiquitous BMW 
320d. 

In the lower output 120PS (118bhp) SE form 
as tested (£23,720), it is probably a tad under¬ 
powered for the scale of the A4 - there are 143 
and 170PS versions - but the ability to aver¬ 
age nearly 60mpg is not to be sneered at. 

It benefits from a tidy six-speed gearshift, 
crisp steering and excellent grip and compo¬ 
sure in the comers; ride quality is consider¬ 
ably better than the previous car, no doubt 
helped by the bigger stretch between front and 
back wheels. 

The cabin has the material and ergonomic 
layout design quality that has made Audi the 
benchmark brand in its sector.

Gold should have our 
Kelly's name on it

THIS week we launched a bid to right 
a wrong - and get Dame Kelly 
Holmes the gold medal she still 
craves. 

In a campaign we will take to the veiy top of 
world athletics, we want drug cheat Regina 
Jacobs stripped of the gold she won at the World 
Indoor Athletics Championships in 2003. 

She pipped our Kelly into second place - but 
just weeks later was exposed as a drug cheat; 
testing positive for steroids. 

Now KOS Media, publisher of this newspa¬ 
per, is launching a bid to win our local heroine 
the title we feel should now be rightfully hers. 

Holmes, who won two gold medals at the 
Olympic Games in Athens in 2004, was beat¬ 
en into second place at the indoor 1500m 
event in Birmingham in March, 2003, by 
Jacobs. 

But Jacobs later failed a dmgs test after win¬ 
ning at the US Championships in June. 

She was handed a four-year ban, but aged 40 
at the time, decided to call time on her career. 
Jacobs, who has always protested her inno¬ 
cence, was stripped of the national title, but 
because the World Indoors preceded the failed 
test, the result in Birmingham still stands. 

Review 

We now urge the sport’s governing body - 
the International Association of Athletics 
Federations - to review this decision in light of 
a recent case in which Great Britain’s 1997 
4x400m relay team were awarded the World 
title after finishing second to a US team which 
included Antonio Pettigrew. 

He admitted using banned substances at the 
time and consequently, the GB team found out 
this month they will get their gold medals after 
the four athletes began a campaign in 2008. 

Holmes, from Hildenborough, near 
Tonbridge, admits the defeat to an athlete who 
was later found to be using performance 
enhancing drugs, still rankles. 

“I think [the medal] should be taken away 
from that athlete if they have been done for 
drugs,” she said. “If they have been caught in 
that year of competition, well they actually did¬ 
n’t just get caught doing it right there and then 
did they? It was before that. 

“[Regina Jacobs] was somebody who was 
banned that season and yet she wasn’t stripped 
of the gold medal she won in March of that year 
and I think that’s wrong. 

“If you have been banned, give back the 
medal from that year. She got caught and 
banned and there’s a logic to say that, okay, she 
got caught in June it’s more than likely she was 
using it in March as well. So then give back the 
medals, not so much mine, but they should be 
given back as a general rule.” 


Eyebrows had been raised six weeks prior to 
the Birmingham meet when Jacobs, then 39, 
became the first woman to run 1500 metres in 
under four minutes indoors, breaking a 13-year 
world record. 

For Holmes, the World Indoor title is one acco¬ 
lade missing from her glittering CV. 

“For me, the worst thing was that it was in 
Birmingham and I would have loved to have 
stood there as World Indoor champion, but 
instead I was a silver medallist which is a great 
achievement, but not when you have done it 
against a druggie at the end of the day,” she said. 


KOS Media will lobby the IAAF to re-exam¬ 
ine the case and is urging readers to send in 
their letters of support to help the campaign. 

Sports editor Glenn Pearson said: “We feel 
this is something that needs looking into and 
the record should be set straight. Dame Kelly 
has strong views against the use of drugs in 
sport and so do we. 

“We urge our readers to get involved with our 
campaign.”
